get in to aid the maimed and re­ 
move the dead. 
The alarm was spread outside the 
hall by a few' persons who had escap­ 
ed uirtrurt. 
A crowd soon- assembled 
and the work of clearing the hall was 
begun. 
Stairway Filled With Itoxli***. 
The only regular exit was a nar- 
now stairway at the back of 
the 
hall. 
When this had been cleared 
of the bodies that filled it to the 
top, seventy-four corpses had been 
piled up beside the building. 
It was 
thought that probably a dozen more 
had been carried away by friends. 
The dead included 37 girls, 
19 
boys, 13 women and five men.

about 
the 
building some dazed by the sudden 
change from holiday festivities 
to 
tragedy, others calling hysterically 
for a missing child and a few even 
threatening violence to the rescuers

Not Much Work for I foetors. 
There was not much work for the 
many doctors who hurried to the 
scene for those who were not killed 
in the first rush were held upright 
and safe by the force of the onrush 
toward the exit.

It was useless. 
The man toro loose 
from her grasp and dashed away. 
The fatal word had reached the ears 
of many in the hall and It was ac­ 
uleated throughout the room. 
“ Fire,” was shouted In 
several 
languages as fond parents rose and 
rushed forward to get their children. 
Their live# were crushed out In al­ 
most a twinkling. 
Then the physi­ 
cal impossibility of further 
move­ 
ment brought the panic stricken per­ 
sons to their senses. 
It wag realized 
too late th at there was no fire but 
most of those In the hall could not 
get out of the jam that they bad 
caused.

She said that the women in charge 
tried to stein the onrush and quiet 
the people hut that their cries, warn* 
ing the .people that nothing 
was 
wrong, were futile. 
Children Had No Chance. 
The children even were seized with 
panic, hut the smaller ones, many 
not more than five years old, were 
goon deprived of fear wit h the sn lin­ 
ing out of their ,lives 
under the 
heels of the larger persons, 
who 
blindly or because impelled by those 
behind, trod their very offspring to 
death. 
One man was seen to stoop 
to take up his little girl only to be 
pushed witli great force to trod tier 
beneath him. 
A woman wiio ran to 
grating three small boys was crushed 
to death with them. 
One child, about live years old who 
was too greatly frightened to give 
ber name made her way unharmed to 
the street .by way of the fire escape 
after ail others who were free had 
fled. 
She had been knocked down 
by the mad rush, but no one had 
stepped on lier as she was near the 
tail end of the line. 
Search For Mull Who Called. 
Search was begun tonight for the 
man who caused the panic. 
Some of 
Hie strikers asserted th at they had 
reason to believe that the man was 
a. mem.'ber of tin* Citizens’ Alliance, 
recently organized to restore law and 
order in the mining field during Hie 
strike, which began several months 
ago. 
This change was denied 
by 
alliance members, hundreds of whom 
were early on the scene caring for 
the injured and bereaved. 
it was said by those near the door 
that the man came up stairs from a 
saloon below and that his breath, 
Mown forth with the word 
“ fire” 
smeflecl strongly of alcohol. 
It- was 
said by some of those present thai 
the man may have been in a maudlin 
condition and shouted 
the 
word 
without any thought as to what he 
was doing. 
Many men in the crowd about the 
hall after the fatal accident, swore 
vengeance if the man could tie found. 
It Is feared that the men may re­ 
new hostilities. 
To 'lake Investigation. 
The coroner tonight

itiloanel a jury to make a thorough 
investigation of the disaster.

Fire which broke out shortly af­ 
ter 1:30 o’clock this 
(Thursday) 
morning in the Young Men’s club* 
room at Arenzville threatened 
to 
destroy the entire town. 
With the 
fire fighters trying 
to 
save 
the 
Shrewsbury general store, the men, 
had little hopes of stopping the blaze 
which already bad burned seven es­ 
tablishments.

When the blaze was first discov 
ered it had gained such headway in 
the club rooms, which is immediate­ 
ly back of Decker’s saloon that the 
entire .premises wire doomed.

only a chemical cart, the few men 
va ho had been called begun heroical­ 
ly at work endeavoring to check the 
conflagration. 
A special effort was 
made at the Neiman property. Wells’ 
saloon Is situated below and 
the 
Neiman family used the upstairs as 
a residence. 
So close was the fire 
upon them that they barely escaped 
with their lives. 
The Post off ice proved an 
easy 
prey for Hie flame*. 
Nothing could 
lie gotten out of the building and 
there perished a considerable quant­ 
ity of mall w it Ii 
some 
valuable 
j Christmas 'packages. 
From the I’ost office tile flames 
jumped to the grocery store of Wood 
and Houston, which with the Post 
office, Opera 
house, harness shop 
and Howling restaurant occupy the 
same building. 
When the fire reach­ 
ed 
this building it gained 
rapid 
headway and the crowd which had 
gathered at 
this 
time, 
although 
greatly increased in numbers 
was 
powerless to gain entrance to the 
building so intense were the flames. 
With no protection and the wind 
favorable the- Heme# looked destin­ 
ed to destroy the Shrewsbury gen­ 
eral 
store and 
Mallieoat's saloon, 
both buildings located on the south 
side of the street. 
Much confusion followed Hip dis­ 
covery of the blaze and no organiza­ 
tion could be perfected that could? 
avail anything. 
No one knows how 
the flames started but it is certain 
that its origin was 
in 
the 
cluff 
room. 
One business man of Arenz­ 
ville stated this morning that it was 
by far the worst fire in the histoid 
of the village and would run up 
into a loss of several thousands of 
dollars. 
Chief J. C. Woods of the local 
fire department was asked for as­ 
sistance but as onp of the engines 
is now being repaired lie was un­ 
able to send an engine. 
Mr. Woods’ 
offered to send 1,000 feet of fire 
hose if Arenzville could get an en­ 
gine from Beardstown. 
Mr. Woods 
was then asked to send some chem­ 
icals hut as the hose wagon only 
carries 40 gallons of chemical Mr. 
Woods didn’t think this sufficient 
to fight a large fire. 
He told the 
citizens of Arenzville to use dyna­ 
mite to keep the fire from spread­ 
ing. 
Mr. Woods said the water sim­ 
ply at Arenzville was hardly suffi­ 
cient to fight the fire and was quite 
a distance away.

and protective agreements have per­ 
sisted however and in tho list that 
lias been mentioned have appeared 
what are regarded at the department 
us some of tlx* most important stilts 
that have been filed iii many years. 
Few Important Cases. 
There are iii tin* process of ad 
judiciution in tilt* courts less than a 
dozen anti-trust cases that are re­ 
garded as of supreme 
importance 
either as to their bearing on points 
in the anti-trust law yet to be ruled 
upon, or as to their effect upon big 
combinations. 
In this list ar** the action against 
the United States steel corporation, 
the International 
Harvester 
com­ 
pany, United Shoe Machinery <*oni- 
puny, the 
motion-picture 
patents 
company, tho Eastman Kodak com­ 
pany and the Reading railroad com­ 
pany. 
Suits have been begun against the 
American Canning company and an 
alleged combination 
of 
wholesale 
and manufacturing 
jewelers 
and 
thero are many others In process of 
trial or under consideration which 
officials do not look 
upon as

prime importance.

No suit is pending against thfll^ow 
Haven railroad but It has been an 
open secret that one wa* in contem­

when that company began 
negotiations with the 
department. 
Of the suits enumerated no authen­ 
tic advances have come to tlx* de 
partment from the steel corporation, 
tho Harvester company, the Kodak 
company, tile Reading company, or 
tile canning company. 
So far as the 
government’s lawyers know 
these 
concerns expert to fight to tin* end. 
Negotiations with the-United Shoe 
Machinery company have been 
in 
progress for a long time but they 
have so far not been 
successful. 
Representatives of the motion pic­

EXECUTIVE ORDER ISSUED BY GOVER­ 
NOR PROVIDES GENERAL SHAKE-UP 


Reorganization AV ii I do Away With 
Division Headquarters at Chicago 
and H^ing AII M ilitia of the State 
Directly Under the Adjutant (Jen­ 
era I’s Office in Springfield. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ills., Dec. 2 4.— 
Reorganization of the Illinois state 
militia, in accordance with sugges­ 
tions made by the war department 
at Washington, is provided for in 
an executive order issued by Gover­ 
nor Dunne and 
Adjutant 
General 
F r a n k S. Dickson today and which 
takes effect January 1st, 1914. The 
re-organization plans to 
do 
away 
with 
division headquarters at hi- 
cago and bring all the militia of the 
state directly under the supervision 
of th e a djutant general’s depart­ 
m ent in this city. 
Major General 
Edward C. Young of Chicago and 
General Edward Kittison 
of Rock* 
Island, together wdth several aides, 
leave the service. 
With the above 
exceptions the reorganization affects 
no other officers than in a few' cas­ 
es where there Is a reduction 
in 
rank to conform with the 
duties 
performed. 
Under the new order the national 
guard will have two brigadier gen­ 
erals of the line Instead of three as 
heretofore, twenty-four battalions of 
infantry, one company of engineers, 
one regiment of cavalry, three bat­ 
teries of field artillery, one com­ 
pany of signal corps, and one field 
hospital corps.

record by raising 232.7 bushels of 
corn on one acre. 
“ Over 75 farm boys and girls who 
as members of agricultural 
clubs 
have led their states in the produc­ 
tion of corn, potatoes, cotton and 
tom atoes and in the hom e canning 
of their own garden produce, spent 
from 'December l l to December 18 
in W ashington. 
The trip to Wash­ 
ing, the expenses of 
which 
were 
borne by individuals and civic, com* 
merial and agricultural organizations 
in the states, who are proud of the 
agricultural achievem ent 
of 
their 
sons and daughters, was one of the 
many rew ards of these little cham­ 
pions. The boys and girls 
visited 
many points of interest in an d about 
W allington, were received by 'many 
governm ent officials an d 
obtained 
theor coveted diplomas 
from 
the 
secretary of agriculture. 
The work 
done by those children w as under 
the direction of the Office of Farm ­ 
e rs’ Cooperative D em onstration and 
tho Office of Farm M anagem ent. 
“Of the corn club boys, 
Walter 
Lee Dunson, of 
A lexander 
City, 
Tallapoosa 
county, 
A labam a, 
not 
only leads the country, 
but 
has 
broken 
the 
world’s 
record 
for corn production. 
W alker raised 
232.7 bushels on a single acre, at 
a cost of 19.9 cents per bushel. 
This 
exceeds the 
previous 
record 
of 
2 2 8.75 bushels, at a cost of 4 2 cents 
per bushel, held by Je rry Moore of 
South Carolina. 
The second corn 
club boy this year Is J. Jones/Polk, 
of Prentiss, Jeff Davis county, Miss., 
with 2 14.9 bushels, raised a t a cost 
of 21.4 contg per buslVL and the 
third was J. Bay Cameron, Kinston, 
enolr county, N. C., with 190.4 bush­ 
els, raised at a cost of 33.25 cents 
per bushel. 
“Of the girls, the leader in can­ 
ning asd tomato work is Miss Clydo 
Sullivan, of usley, Lowndes county, 
Ca., who put up 2,464 cans of a yield 
of 5,35 4 po ii sd s of tom atoes. 
The 
secosd place pvill probably go to Miss 
Lizzie Kelley, of Union, S. € ., with 
a yield of 4,375 pounds of tomatoes, 
and third place apparently w'ill go to 
Miss Lucy F. Babe, A ugusta, N. J., 
who raised 3.9S0 pounds of toma­ 
toes. 
Agues Fridoli, of Cedar Falls, 
Iowa, with 3,403 pounds, and Isabel 
Davis, Summerfield M arion county, 
Fla., are also among th e girls who 
have high yields for their tomato 
thatches.

Odessa, Russia, where for the past 
year and a half he has been selling j 
plows for the Purlin & 
Orendorff J 
Co. of Canton and doing his part to 
spread American agricultural meth­ 
ods and American progress in the 
m u th e m portion of European Rus­ 
sia, a country which, lie thinks, is 
Just beginning a period of great de 
velopment, offering a fertile 
field 
for the extension of American trade. 
Mr. Groves bus been absent 
from 
home twenty-one 
months, 
having 
started for Russia April 8, 1912. un 
his return he left Odessa December 
2, proceeded to Hamburg by rail, 
via Berlin, and crossed the ocean 
on the 
Bamberg- American 
liner, 
“ Pretoria,” 
“ Russia could feed the world, I 
have been told, if her soil were prop­ 
erly tilled,” said Mr. 
Groves 
in 
speaking of the Russian outlook for 
agricultural development. “ The peo­ 
ple know nothing of intensive meth­ 
ods. 
They do not ha#e to. 
Most of 
the farm land is i i i large estates on 
which whole families toll for mere 
pittances. 
With Iao;.r so cheap that 
an able bodied man will work all 
day for twenty-five cents, t Ll' rich 
landlords are satisfied if their land 
produces what we waul I call half a 
crop. 
It’s hard wort*— this educat­ 
ing the Russian people up to our 
standards of farming- but we a r e j ^ 
doing it, although 
slowly.” 
Mr. 
Groves continued with a description 
of the labor conditions of southern 
Russia where the poor man finds it j & 
impossible to educate his children, 
little tots who are driven to hard I ¥ 
labor soon after they have learned!® 
to walk. 
Alongside the Russian pea 
aant, Mr, Groves said, tile ordinary 
American laborer enjoys the luxur­ 
ies of a king. 
Some Russian Customs, 
In Russia Christmas is celebrated 
the 7th of January, that country be­ 
ing thirteen days behind the rest of 
the world in its calendar. 
In 1912, 
accordingly, Mr. Groves 
witnessed 
♦he Christmas festivities twice, once 
in an English family December 25, 
and again in Russian fashion, Jan­ 
uary 7. 
The winters are very cold, 
even iii southern Russia, Odessa be­ 
ing on the same isothermal line as 
Minneapolis. 
When arrayed in full 
winter costume the average Russian 
is a sigilt to behold. 
Over a ga 
ment of the weight and style of an 
American overcoat he draws on a 
st eond of a1 most double the weight, 
which, with its sheep skin lining, 
and large hood for the oars and face 
is as impervious to extreme temper­ 
atures as clothes can be made. 
Traveling expenses are about as 
high as In this county. 
After rent­ 
ing a room, you have to pay extra 
for the lights, bed clothing and oth­ 
er comforts until, with the tips ex­ 
acted, the price you pay for a night’s 
lodging is steep enough. 
Meals are 
served on tile European plan with 
varying degrees of elaborateness, so 
th a t prices for board may be gaug­ 
ed by one’s taste. Railroad traveling 
is very slow, tho average speed of 
a train being about fifteen miles per 
hour. Distances are measured in tile 
time required to make a journey and 
not in miles. 
Some Place* of Interest. 
Mr. Groves was 
stationed 
for 
some time at Sevastopol, that “grand 
old city of hills,” which is very pic­ 
turesque with its antique buildings 
and crooked s t r e e t s with ii 
many:** 
points of historic interest. 
Near it 
is tile famous battlefield of Balak- 
lava where the British cavalry made 
the “ Change or the Light Brigade,” 
in the Crimean 
war. 
Sevastopol 
is quite a resort for Hie European 
traveling public and the tourist is 
beset at every point with some ven­ 
dor of relics or souvenirs. 
The Crimea is remarkable for its 
flatness. 
For miles, one can travel 
without catching sight of a hill or 
ravine. 
The country is one broad, 
vast fertile floor, capable of 
im­ 
mense yields of wlieut and 
small 
grains when the Russians awake iv* 
its full possibilities. 
Odessa itself is a city of consider­ 
a b le note, occupying as it does a p l a c e 
of great importance in the trade of 
southern Russia. 
As large almost 
as St. lamia, it has the appearance 
of a modern city with 
tramways, 
electric lights and modern buildings. 
A half day’s 
railroad 
journey 
north of Odessa is a large estate 
on which the methods of agriculture 
are of the more progressive kind, in­ 
dicative of better things for farm­ 
ing iii Russia, 
The Grand 
Duke 
Michael, tho owner of tile estate, 
maintains an experiment station of 
his own and bus railroads connect­ 
ing Hie various villages on his land. 
With men such as the Grand nuke 
to lea ii the way and tho American 
trader and manufacturer to help and 
supply high grade materials 
with 
which to work the day will come 
when Russia will be at the forefront 
of food producing nations.
